Day (which acfuolly occurs on July 1) with 
\ a‘talk’ by Mr. Ken Noble, Canadian Trado 


*-Commissionor in Hang Kong, entitled “This. 


is Canada” at its weekly luncheon yestarday. 


After’ reviewing the Dominion's geography and 
climate, the speaker delved into its history. 


He said contrary to popular 
conception Cclumbus' wan a 
fairly late arrival in the New 
World, The Norsemen had 
preceded him by some 400 
years, coming via Iceland and 
Greenland. ? 


Recent history atarted In 1769 
when the French ond British 
setilements North of the St. 
Lawrence were combined after 
the victory of General Wolfe on 
the Plalns of Abraham, now a 
suburb ef Quebce City, 4 


In 1782, a mass movement of 
100,000 British citizens born in 
the 18 British colonies further 
South moved Northward to settlo 
fn Canada, after the American 
Wor -of Independence. They 
were the United Empire Loyallsts. 
Stmultancously British troops, 
largely Scotch or from the Rhine, 
who had fought In the American 
War of Independence, settled in 
new arenos that later became the 
Crown colonies’ of Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick.

Anti Strike 
Legislation 


Rome, June 27, 

Two new -laws,, intended to 
give ‘the: Government: wider 
powers to control strikes, are to 
be submitted to ‘the Italian 
Cabinet tomorrow before pre- 
sentation to Parliament.

BRITAIN 


It is no longer posstble for 
the planners dn London to 
disguise the fact that Britain 
is facing an economic ‘crisis.
